British Scientist Says New Testa- 
ment Prophecy Will Be Real- 
ized Aeons Hence.

LONDON, Sépt. 6—The New. Testa- 
ment prophecy that all nations will ulti- 
mately be as one is likely to be fulfilled, 
according to Professor Sir’C. S.. Sher- 
rington, who delivered the Presidential 
address at the operiing of the annual 
meeting of the British Association at 
Hull today. 

‘In the range of animal forms,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ we méet two peaks, one in insect 
life and the other in vertebrate, In 
the insect the type of mind is not 
ratidnal but instinctive, whereas at the 
height of vertebrate development rea- 
son ig there as well as instinct. Yet 
in both the one outcome seems to be 
the welding of individuals into societies 


on a scalé of organization otherwise un- 
attained.”’

Yesterday's experiment marked ‘the 
entrance of the aquatic glider into ‘the 
development of the. motoriess. airplane. 
Hitherto éfforts have been confined. ‘toa 
land. type. which has ‘been wafted into 
oi forapeorafcsonigeny bo mukygece to ong 
the recent tests in Germany, 

“This is the firststep in. sea soar- 
ing,”” said Mr. Curtiss. ‘* The problem 
here is. different from that met by the 
German gliders which recently remained 
aloft for long periods of time. . Theirs 
was the problem of maintaining balance 
on vertical air currents. : 

“* Here on the water we have no such 
Teurrents, for the current will move par- 
allel. with the water. We must: pattern 
after the albatross, which takes off from 
a& wave and soars immediately. To keep 
soaring, we must: have knowledge of the 
variations of air currents over the 
water. My initial experiments with the 
rsailplanie will be an endeavor to learn 
about these currents.’’ . 


Is Smal, Model of N. C. Boats. 


Except for its blunt nose, the glider 
is an exact copy on a small scale of the 
N.C, boats built by the Curtiss Com- 
pany ‘for the navy. Constructed of 
dauraluminum, a light metal, with spruce 


struts and silk fabric covered wings, 
the glider has a wing spread of 28 feet, 


a length over all of 24 eet, and a 
height of:7 feet. Its weight empty is 
140 pounds. It has a system of shoulder 
controls, ‘now obsolete in aeronautical 
construction, Dut popular with Mr. Cur- 
tiss, On the side of the nose {fs a catch 


to release the towing rope when the 
plane has been propelled into’the air.‘
